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DETAILED ACTION 

► This Office Action is responsive to the applicant's election filed on June 30, 2004 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of the species of Fig. 3E filed on June 30, 2004 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Applicant's election of the species of Figure 3E claims 1, 3, 4 and 5 being readable. 
Claims 2, 6-8 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected species. Thus, 
claims 1, 3, 4 and 5 are pending in this application. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(c). Correction of the 
following is required: "a gap between the transmission shaft and the orbiting scroll" as recited in 
claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 
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Regarding claim 1, the phrase "capable of renders the claim indefinite because it has 
been held that the recitation that an element is "capable of performing a function is not a positive 
limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in any 
patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. 

Regarding claim 1, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "of the gap for 
damaging" in an attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for 
performing a specified function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) 
preceding "means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities:"can be" should be 
changed to —are—. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Shoulders et 
al (Shoulders) (Patent Number 5,496,157). 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, as shown in Figs. 1 and 2, Shoulders discloses a radial 
compliance of a compressor comprising: a transmission shaft (30); an orbiting scroll member 
(12) driven by the transmission shaft; a fixed scroll member (14) matching with the orbiting 
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scroll member; a transmission member (34) install between the transmission shaft (30) and the 
orbiting scroll member (12) and a gap (not numbered' however, clearly seen in Fig. 1) being 
between the transmission shaft (30) and the orbiting scroll member (12); a way of combining the 
transmission shaft and the orbiting scroll member via the transmission member (34) is to adopt at 
least on trough (30-5 -see Fig. 2) on each of the transmission shaft and the transmission member 
being matched each other and a motion member (36) being between them for the transmission 
shaft driving the transmission member. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
6. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure and consists of four patents. 

Richardson, Jr. (Patent Number 5,106,279) discloses an orbiting scroll member assembly. 

Takemoto et al. (Patent Number 5,520,524) discloses a scroll type compressor with 
reduced start-up orbiting radius. 

Shaffer (Patent Number 5,752,816) discloses a scroll fluid displacement apparatus with 
improved sealing means. 

Zamudio (Patent Number 6,352,417) discloses an optimized radial compliance for a 
scroll compressor.
